5) In April, 1063, this banking institution 
was concerned in the matter "Shortage in the Accounts 
of Service Federal Savings and Loan Association, 

Chicago, Illinois; FRA" (Dufile 29-33470) (Chicago 
File 29-2070). A significant development of this 
inquiry is shown in the fact that the Assistant 
United States Attorney, Chicago, Illinois, in 
declining prosecution because of lack of apparent 
criminal intent, characterized the operation of 
this institution as poorly managed. 

In view of the above the Chicago Division suggests 
the possibility that maintaining absolute security is highly 
improbable. The overall operation shows an obvious lack of 
necessary conditions for maintaining such a monitoring operation 
on a discreet basis. 

In weighing all considerations it is believed the 
risk of embarrassment to the Bureau is great and should preclude 
further consideration of such an operation.

On October 15, 1964, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable Information in the pa3t, advised that Bayard 
Rustin was in contact with A.J. Ku3te on that date.

Prize. In that regard, Rustin said he had been asked by King 
to accompany him (to 03^0, Norway) for the purpose of handling 
arrangements for him. Rustin, the source said, remarked that 
King did not tru3t any of the people "around him" to be 
knowledgeable enough to know whom he should or should not 
contact when he goes over to accept the award, c^, 

Rustin, in commenting on King's request, said he 
thought he should go, but v/a3 faced with a problem as to where 1 
he could get the money which would be needed for transportation,^ 


This document contains neither 
recommendations nor conclusions 
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as wo11 as other expenses Incidental to the trip. In regard to 
his expenses, Rustin said he thought "we" should appeal to some 
of "our friends" (Rustin's and Muste's friends) to raise the 
money ^ 

With regard to King's use of the money .thxt her will, 
receive with the award, Rustin said Coretta King (wife of 
Martin Luther King) desired that Martin place in trust $5,000 
for each of their children's education, but that King opposed 
the suggestion. As a consequence of their indecisiveness as to 
what to do with the money, Rustin said Martin King had invited 
him down to Atlanta on Monday, October 19, 196 ^, to discuss 
what the money should be used for.y^ 


Rustin told Muste that he was of the opinion that 
King should make a decision and an announcement to the effect 
that of the $5^ ,000 award, he was going to set aside $30,000 for 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) for the 
express purpose of teaching the doctrine of non-violence. He 
said this could be accomplished through the establishment of 
institutes In t'ni3 country for the purpose of acquainting young 
people with the tactics and philosophy of non-violence. As 
to the remain! 000, Rustin said he was of the opinion that 

it should be placed in trust for the children of the Kings. 

This, Rustin said, would benefit the children because Martin 
was not a v/ealthy man. He said his only reservation About‘‘the 
trust for the children was whether it would appear to the 
public that the Kings were trying to take care of their own 
(alluding to King's provision for his children) X/...

Muste said In reply to Ru3tin's : i£o flings about 
the children of King, that he did not think that King should 
provide for them but instead, should give all the money to the..

He was reported as 
having stated that the American Negro people would not be 
deterred in their fight for full equality. Dr. King, 
who spoke at a church service in the Marienkirche,referred 
to the struggle to free the approximately twenty million 
American Negroes from the darkness of racial discrimination 
as a great social revolution. 


This newspaper also reported that Dr. King had 
spoken earlier before approximately 25,000 West Berliners. 


"Neue Zeit", also published in East Berlin, 
reported on September 15, 1964, that Dr. Martin Luther King 
in addressing more than 3,000 persons at the Marienkirche 
and the Sophienkirche had expressed heartfelt thanks for the 
moral support rendered for Christians in the DDR in the 
Negro’s fight for equality in the United States. 

He is quoted as saying "please continue your moral 
support of our struggle for racial equality.
